THE proper employment of men of letters 
is either maldng new difcoveries, in 
order to extend the bounds of human 
knowledge ; or facilitating the communication of 
the difcoveries which have been made already, in 
order to make an acquaintance with fcience more 
general among mankind. But few are qualified 
to make new difcoveries of importance : a 
confiderable (hare of natural genius, opportunity 
of making experiments, and a favourable con- 
currence of circumftances are requifite to it. 
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Grf.at improvements in fcience are not, there- 
fore, ill general, tobeexpeftedfrom men confined 
to their cloieis. Even, the fcience of humaqr! 
nature requires a knowledge of the world as well 
as obfervations on a man's own internal feelings. 
But when difcoverics have been made, and the 
principles of fcience have been afcertained, per- 
fons of inferior abilities, and without the ad- 
vantage of any extraordinary concurrence of cirr 
cuQiftances, are fufficient to digeft thofe princi- 
ples into a convenient method, fo as to make ihc 
knowledge of them much' eafier than it was to 
the inventors. 

Thus whe^ the. great Columbus had difco- 
vered the new world, any perfon acquainted 
with the common principles of navigation could 
give direftions for failing to it ; and fucceeding 
voyages were made with much lefs difficulty, 
and hazard than the firflr. The fame is true of 
the principles of the Newtonian Philofophy. No 
fenfible preceptor would at this day recommend 
the fludy of Newton's Principia, or his treatife of 
Univerfal Arithmetic to perfons unacquainted 
with the rudiments of that kind of knowledge; 
but would rather put into their hands treatifes 
compofed by perfons infinitely inferior to that 
great father of the true philofophy, but which 
are notwithftanding much better adapted to the 
ufe of learners. 

It is needlefs to inquire whether the few who 
make difcoverie§, or the many who extend the 
tonowledge of thofe difcoveries arc more ufeful in 

the 
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the world of fcience. The labours*of both are 
uecefTary to the propagation of knowledgei and 
an improved ftate of focieiy. The former are 
"wiih ja/Hce univerfally allowed the far greater 
(harq of reputation ; but the latter may furely be 
permitted to Qujoy the folid (atisfaftion which 
arifes from a confcioufnefs of being ufefully em« 
ployed, and being neceflary, though humble fe- 
conds, to their great mailers. ; .; 

All my ambition in the biographical 
CHART I now prefent to the public is to be a 
humble fecond to the great Hiftorians, Chronolo-' 
rers, .md Biograpl^rs of all ages and nations; 
in exliihiung an united, a diftinft, and a com- 
prehenfive view of the fucceflion of gpat men of 
every kind, almoft from the carl left accounts 
of things dovvn to ihe prefent time; to present 
the TABLET OF FAME to the youth who are bc-^* 
ginning an acquaintance witbmen'and things ;- 
Ihowing them what namesv/itl mod frequently 
attratft their attention, and how they fland re- 
lated in point oi time to one another : which, it 
IS hoped, will give them, (along with a know- 
ledge of the clafs of life in which they made a 
jniucipal figur^) a clearer idea of the time la 
which they lived, the relative length of theii:, 
lives, the ftate of their cotemporaries, and the 
intervals of time which elapfed .between 'them, 
and their predecefTors and- /uccefTors, than any ; 
other method which hath hitherto been thought 
of for that purpofe. And it muft be acknow- , 
lodged that to have clear ideas of thefe things, is 
a matter of confiderable confequence, and par?* 

ticularlY 
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ticularly nfeful to ftudents in Chronology, Hif- 

tory, and Biography. ♦ 

This Chart, which is about three feet in 
length, and two feet in breadth, reprefents the 
interval of time between the year X20o before 
the Chriftian sera and 1 800 after Chrift, divided 
by an equal fcale into centuries. It contaias 
about two thoufand names of perfons the mod 
dilVmguifhed in the annals of fame, the length 
of whofe lives is here reprefented by lines drawa 
in proportion to their real duration, and termi- 
nated in fuch a manner as to correfpond to the 
dates of thtir births and deaths in univerfal time. 
Thcfe names are diftributed into feveral clafles 
by lines running the whole length of the chart, 
the contents of each column being exprefl'ed at 
the end of it. The chronology is noted in the 
margin, on the upper fide by the year before and 
after Chrift, and on the lower by the following 
fucceffions of kings, as the moft diftinguiihed in 
the whole period. The kings of Judah and of 
Perfia ; Alexander, and his fuccefTors in the Pto- 
lemys of Egypt ; the emperors of Rome, conti- 
nued 

* This chart was Jirfl drawn out to be made 
life of in an Academical Le6lure upon the Study 
ot Hiftory, as one of the mechanical methods of fa- 
cilitating the Study of that fcience. One reafon for 
having it engraved was that thofe young Gentlemen 
who attend t lye clafs might have an opportunity of 
providing themfelves with a correH copy of it ; and 
it is hoped that the fale of it will enable the author 
to oblige his pupils , at no great expence to himfelf 
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nued m the Eaftern braacb; sind the kings of 
England from William the conqueror, la the 
fmall fpecimen here annexed the chronology is 
the fame in both the margins, and the columns 
are but two, one for Statefmen and Warriors, 
and another for men of letters. 

That there muft be a peculiar advantage in 
a chart conftrufted in this manner I (hall en- 
deavour to (how in as diftinft and concife a 
manner as I can. As no image can be formed 
of abllraft ideas, they are, of neceflity, reprefent- 
edin our minds by particular^ but variable ideas; 
and if an idea be capable of quafitity of any kind, 
that is, if it adipit of the modification of greater 
and lefs, though the Archetype, as it is called, 
of that idea be nothing that is the objeft of our 
fenfes, it is neverthelefs univerfally reprefented 
in our minds by the ideaof fome fenfible thing. 

Thus the abftraft ideaof time, though it 
be not the objeft of any of our fenfes, and no 
image can properly be made of it, yet becaufe it 
has real quantity, and we can fay a greater or 
lefs fpace of time, it admits of a natural and 
eafy reprefentation in our minds^by the idea of 
a meafurable fpace, and particularly that of a 
line; which, like time, may be extended in 
length, without giving any idea of breadth or 
thicknefs. And thus a longer or a (horter fpace 
of time may be moft commodioufly and advan- 
lageoufly reprefented by a longer or a fhorter 
line. 

So natural and complete is the reprefentation 
of different fpaces of time by lines of different 
lengths, and fo heceflary is it 10 Vvvi^ ^x^vvj 
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cxaft ideas of this fubjeft, which can only be 
obtained by the help of fome mechanical cdn«* 
itrivance of this kind, ihat it is probable all perfons 
'Whatever, without attending to it, aftually 
feav€ recouife to this method whenever they 
icom pare two* or more intervals of time in their 
minds. The very epithets which, m all* Ian* 
guages, are given to quantities of lime do both 
imply this method, and fugged the ufe of it. 
Long ^nd Jhort are fo univerfally applied to time, 
that, without particular refleftion, it never oc- 
curs to us that there is any figure in the ufe of 
them, and that they are borrowed from any 
other fubjeft. Now it is plain that when any 
perfon applies the tertns long and fhort to the 
idea of time without apprehending any figure, 
or fenfibly perceiving any harfhnefs in the ap- 
plication, to him the properties of real length 
and (hortnefs are the natural properties of time; 
and confequently the idea of fomething which 
hath length or (hortnefs is adliially fuggefted by 
the terms. And whit can this be but the idea 
of a line, or at lead fomething lineal ? 

It follows from thefe confiderations, that to 
exprefs intervals of time by lines facilitates an 
operation which the minds of all men have re- 
courfe to, in order to get a juft and clear idea of 
them; and that the view of a number of lines 
drawn exactly in^ proportion to a number of iii- 
t jrvais of time to which they correfpond, will 
piefent to the mind of any perfon a roore juft 
raid dllVi a6l idea of the relative lenr^tlis of the 
times they reprefent than he could have formed 
to him felf without that afliflance. if, ior iu- 
. • - * •• • ftance 
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ftauce, thofe feveral intervals of dme be named 
to aay perfon, the ideas of the lines, ^vhich he 
inftantly forms in his mind whereby to compare 
them, muA be made in a random and hafty man? 
ner; and moreover, not being excited at once 
by any feniibl^ obje£l, but in fuccefCon, and by 
the power of imagination only, they mufl vaniih 
prefently after they are raa<;le ; fo that it 4$ im- 
poffible tharcjiftinfl: traces of more than a very 
few, ifany of them, (hould remain in the mind 
at the fame time. Whereas on a tablet, a perfon 
may view a great number of lines reprefenting 
intervals of time, together ; and befides, the idea 
being imprefled on the mind by the view of a 
real fenfible objeft, the CQnteqts of the tablet 
will be fixed in the im^g^na^ion, not in fucceffion, 
but at once; fo tfjat whenever the idea of any 
part of the tablet is recoUefted, the idea of the 
whole will ftarjt up in the mind, in confequence 
of the cotemporary afFociation of the ideas of all 
the parts of it. 

In PEED who hath not feen this exemplified 
in the chart of history imported from 
France, and publiftied with improvements in 
England ? It is part all difpute that a few mi- 
nutes' infpeftion of that chart will give a perfon 
a clearer idea of the rife, progrefs, extent, revo- 
lutions and duration of empires than he could 
poflibly acquire by reading : and it is almoft 
certain that when a perfon hath once imprefled 
his imagination with the figure which any parti- 
cular country makes in that chart he can never 
wholly lofe the idea .of it. 

The 
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The very lame thing which hath been done 
for general niftory in that chart is propofed to be 
done for Biography in this ; and it is hoped with 
feveral peculiar advantages, which the nature of 
general hiftory would pot admit of; befides' 
that the dime fcale is made ufe of through the 
whole of the chart of Biography, whereas feveral 
are ufed in that of Hiftory : the confequence of 
which is that, in comparing intervals of time in 
different parts of that chart, the imagination is 
neceflarily impofed upon. Even the notice 
which is given of this change is not fufficient 
to correft the error of the imagination, which is 
imprefled mechanically by th6 view of the fpaces, 
as they are laid down in the Chart. In exhibit- 
ing a view of Hiftory, ideas of place as well as 
of time muft be reprefented ; and, oi| 
account of the real figure of the earth, it is im- 
poffible to make thofe countries which are con- 
tiguous in nature contiguous in a chart of fuch 
a form as is necefTary in order to exhibit the fuc- 
ceffions of time: fo that chafms and interrup- 
tions appear in empires upon the chart, when 
there were none in faft. Whereas, in Bio- 
graphy, there is nothing to be attended to but 
the circumftance of time only, which, as was 
explained before, admits of the moft complete 
and eafy reprefentation by a line. 

From this it is plain, that if a (heet of paper 
be divided into any equal fpaces, to denote 
centuries, or otherwife, it will be a chart truly re- 
prefenting a certain portion of univerfal time ; 
and if the time of any particular perfoa's birth 

and 
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and death be known, it is but joining the two 
points in the chart which correfpond to them, 
and you have a line truly reprefenting the fitu- 
ation of that life, and every part of it in univer- 
fal time, and the proportion it bears to the 
whole period which the chart comprifes. If 
others be inferted in the fame manner, you fee 
the relation which their ages likewifc bear both 
to univerfal time, and to one another ; from 
which it will appear by intuition, without the 
ufe of words, how long one was born before ano- 
ther, how far any nnmber of perfons were co- 
temporary, and how far one life extended beyond 
another, together >vith every other circumftance 
which depends upon the relative length of lives 
and their relation to univerfal time 

They are the lines in this cafe which fugged the 
ideas, and this they do immediately without the 
intervention of words : and what words would 
do but very imperfeftly, and in a long time, 
this method efFefts in the completed manner 
poffible, and almoft at a fingle glance, when once 
it is known what life any line reprefents ; which 
muft be done by annexing written names of the 
perfons to the lines which reprefent their lives. 
Let it be carefully remembered, however, that 
it is the black line under each name which is to 
be attended to, the names are only added becaufe 
there was no other method of fignifying what 
lives the lines (land for. 

Let me defire the reader, for his fatisfaftion, 
to make an experiment of the ufe of the Chart, 
by means of no more than five names in the 
fpecimeo annexed; viz Findar, So^hocV^^ 
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Xenophon, Plato, and Terence. Let him at- 
tend only to his own ideas, though as carefully 
as pofTible, while he reads, that Pindar died 
435 years before Chrift, aged 8i5; Sophocles 
died 406, aged 91 ; Xenophon died 359, aged 
about 90; Plato died 348, aged 81; and 
Terence died 159, aged 35. Is it now eafy, 
from thefe numbers, and all the mechanical 
afTiftance to which anyperfon's mind is habituat- 
ed, and can have recourfe, to form a clear idea 
how thefc lives (land related to one another in 
the whole length of them ? Can you even tell, 
without an arithmetical computation, whether 
Plato or Xenophon were born firft, though -left 
years intervened betwixt them. Pleafe now to 
rnrpe(fl*ihe chart, and as foon as you have foun4 
the names, you fee at one glance, without the 
help of Arithmetic, or even of words, and in the 
moll clear arid perfeft manner poffible, the rela- 
tion of thefe lives to one another in any period 
of the whole courfe of them. And almoft any 
number of lives may be compared with the fame 
eafe, to the fame perfeftion, and in the fame 
fliort fpace of time. Let the reader even write 
down the times of the births and deaths of thefe 
perfons, after the manner of any chronological 
table whatever, and he will find that the* idea 
of the relative length of their lives will not be 
fuggeAed by it in a manner near to diftinft. 

It is an imperfe<5lioh which tnurt neceflarily 
r.trend every chart of this nature, that the time 
of the death, but more efpecially the time of the 
birth of eminent men cannot always be founcj. 

In 




la this cafe the compiler mud content himfelf 
•^ith placing His line as near as' he can corijefture 
from hiftory where his trpe place was; leaving 
marks to exprefs the uncertainty there is intend- 
ing it. The method I have ufed in this 'chart 
rs to exprefs certainty by k full line, arid what 
is uncertain by dots, or a broken line, difpofing 
of the dots in the following manner, according 
to the kind or degree of the uncertainty they have 
to exprefs; ... . ^ > 

If It be thought that a perfon was born or 
died but a little before or after a certain time, 
the full line begins or ends at the certain time, 
and a fingle dot only is placed at the beginning 
or end of the line; fee the line reprefenting the 
life of Herodotus in the fpecimen. If hiflory 
inform us that he was born or died about a certain 
time, a dot is placed juft under the beginning or 
end of the full line fee Philip and Thucydides. If 
the birth be certain but the death uncertain, the 
line begins full but ends in dots ; as Abul Pharai 
and Alain in the chart. If, as is often the cafe, the 
death be known but the birth unknown, the line 
begins with dots, and ends full, fee Epaminondas. 
When it is faid that a writer flouriflied at or about 
a particular time*, a ftiort full line is drawn about 
two thirds before and We third after that parti- 
cular time, with three dots before and two after 
It; becaufe, in general, men are faid to flourifli 
inuch nearer the time of their death than the 
time of their birth. If it be uncertain even in 
what century a perfon lived or flouriftied, there 
is no full line made at all, but only dots or a bro- 
ken line where I imagine it is moil probable he 
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night have flounflied fee Suidas and HdydilDt 

n the chart. 

It were endlefs to give a particular account of 
11 rhc authorities I have made ufc of id every part 
>f this work, nor (hall I mention the paius it has 
:oft me to reconcile and adjurt the different ac- 
:ounts I have met with concerning great numbers 
)f them. It will not furprife any perfon conver- 
aiu in Chronology and Antiquity, that fomefiai* 
»!e names have coil me whole days to determine 
heir dates, and often without fucceeding to my 
vilh after all. If the public be fatisfied with the 
efult of my refearches, 1 (liall be abundantly re- 
)aycd for all the labour having fallen upon my- 
elf. I (hall only juft mention the names of the 
bl lowing works, almoft every page of which I 
lave caiefully looked over and compared with 
)ne another, both in order to find proper names, 
nd to afcertain the dates I wanted with the greater 
ecu racy. Univerjal Hiftory ancient and modern 
'hirts. Biographical Didlionary 1 1 vols. ^vo. 
uihricii BlbliothecaGraca^ 14 vols* 4to. et latina, 

vol, 87/5. VoJJius de Philofophia. Stanley'' s Hi/- 
ory of P hihfof>hy , Blograph'ia Britannica. Friend's 
fijlory of Phyjic. Heineccii Hifloria Juris Civilis 
t Germanici- IVatpole's Anecdotes of Painting, 
flair's Chronological Tables. Cave's Chartophylax^ 
ad many others, befides Magazines for late 
eaths, and hiftories of particular lives. Many 
atcs I have been fupplied with from books not 
►rofeflcdly hiftorical, and fomething I owe to 
he induftry and information of my friends. 

As the dates I wanted are given without any 
roof by moll writers, I have always given the 

pceferervec 
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preference to thofe.who givereafons for the dates 
they aiSgn, or thofe who feem to have confidered 
the fubjcft with themoft ^tttention. Thus, for 
example, I have preferred Friend's account of 
the times in which the antient phyficians ilourifti- 
ed toVoilius, and ail the other writers who men- 
tion them. 

It would be too hafty in any perfon to con- 
demn the work upon finding that a few dates in 
it do not correfpond to the authors he may con- 
fult about them. I have fome authority for 
every date I have inferted, and it is at JeaA an 
equal chance that mine (which have perhaps been 
altered feveral times, and always, as I imagined, 
from worfe to better) are as good as his. And if, 
after all, a few miftakes have efcaped my utmoft 
attention, or that of the engraver (as no human 
work, and particularly of fuch a nature as this 
can be expefted to be faultlefs) 1 hope no candid 
perfon will think it at all probable that they are 
either fo numerous, or fo great, as confiderably 
to leflen the ufe of the whole. 

It is necefTary, however, that I give thff 
public notice, that in all the earlier part of this 
work, I have followed the principles of Newton's 
Chronology, though they have not hitherto been 
adopted by any of our later chronologers : and 
I flatter myfelf that, to the judicious, it will be 
no fmall recommendation of this chart, that it 
exhibits a view of the cotemporary heroes in the 
Eaftern and Weflern parts of the world according 
to that moft rational fyftem. Indeed this chart 
is a kind of ocular demonftration of that fyftem : 
forhere it will be founds upon examination, that 

-• king^s 
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kings and other perfons whofe names occur ia 
facred hiAory Aand near thofe who are faid to 
have lived the fanie number of reigns or genera* 
tions dlftaat from one another in profane hiftory^ 
And the intervals of fucceflions ^d generations 
wiJl be feen to be nearly the fan^.e in all parts o^ 
the charts AS the uniformity of .the courfe of 
nature requires. Whereas many perfons who 
are made cotemporary upon thefe natural princi- , 
pies, had I followed the bulk of chronologers, 
mull have been feparated above three centuries, 
a thing manifeflly incredible. The claflical 
reader, I hope, will not be difpleafed with,{eeing 
Dido and iEncas placed fide by fide, after having 
been fo long, and fo far feparated by taAeleu 
chronologers. . ,, ; 

It will eafily occur to all my readers, that 
my greateft difficulty mufl have been the propei; 
choice of names to fill this tablet ot fame ; and 
fome dcqrce of folicitude is certainly unavoidable ' 
when a man voluntarily alTumes the province of 
the arbiter and difpenfer of every man's reputati-- 
on, and when he fees all the dead pafs, as it 
were, in review before him for that purpofe. 
But this Is no greater prefumpiion than is implied 
in numbcrlefs other woiks, and is in fa6t no 
more than one man's giving his prefent opinion 
of others. The nature of the defif^n ncceflarily 
afTigned fome lirui.ts to the width of the columns^ 
and though in fome ages thjjre was room enough 
for all the candidates for fame, if I would have 
inferted them; in others, and particularly, ia 
modern times, where no rcafonable colum^ 
would admit a tenth part of the candidates, it, 

mufV 
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muft require no fmall judgement to decide con- 
cerning their reifpeftive pretenfions. With re- 
fpefb to tlii^, I can only fay that I have acquitted 
myfelf with all the impartiality of which 1 was 
capaple. 

. rtowEVElL a due regard to the nature of my 
defign mgHe tne talk much eafier, and lefs invi- 
dious than may at firA fight be imagined. My 
rule, I confidered, was renown and not merit ;, 
acquired fame/ and not deferved reputation : (o 
that a.[Jerion who had made a great noife in the 
world, though he were known by nothing but 
the devailation he had made in it, was more 
acceptable to me than one who .had deferved, 
ever fo well of it, .if he' had pafled through it 
without bbing much known. And it is manifell 
that if tlii^ chart be defigned for the ufe of per- 
fpns who are beginning an acquaintance with hif- 
tory, it muft be drawn up according to this 
rule. Otherwife it would not (how them the 
fituation of the riaifies they are moft likely to 
look fSr in it. 

This rule will account for my inferting more 
names, in proportion, of thofe called hereticks and 
infidels, in the column of Feathers and Divines, 
than of the friends a:nd defenders of our holy reli- 
gion; bedaufe the few names of the oppofers of 
any prevaling or eftablifhed mode of religion are 
much oftener mentioned, and more generally 
known than the names of the many who ftand 
up in the defence of it. Is it not probable that 
the name of Anus, for inftance, hath been much^ 
dftener mentioned both in cbnverfation and writ-^ 
ihg than the names of perhaps ail' his antagbnift^^ 
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put tOf»ether? Not to (ay that open oppoisenu 
are always the bell friends of every truly gpod 
care: a maxim which, I hope, requires no 
expianarioQ at rhis day. 

I A M foiiiible it would be extreme arrogance 
In any pe/fon to pretend lofo accurate and ex- 
teniiv: a knowledge even of the proportion of 
reno.vn which all men of every profefCon hafe 
ar(] aired, as would enable him to fekft ^ 
rnoii: clillinouifhed names with fo much exaft- 
Dck, that none of thofe who are omitted 
fh..»ul i be more noted than any of thofe who are 
iiifeitcd: ver thus much i hope the diligence (^ 
niv iijnuires may encourage me to fay, that ? 
thorgh fome indances may occur, to more dili- 
gent and longer conti.iued refearches, of perfoDS 
of greater note omitted, and of lefs note infert- 
ed, yc t tha< the fame of all thofe who are omhtcd 
would bear an exceeding fmail proportion to the 
faine of thofe whoare inferted. 

I AM convinced, however, ir is abfolutelj 
impoiribie to pSeafe many perfons with tb^ 
choice of names upon fuch a plan as this. N^ 
two perfons living would make the fame choice 
I will even venture to fay, from my own eX' 
peiience, that no onepcrfon would, at different 
times, make the fame choice. It is only fuch- 
nn experience as I have had that can convince 
any perfon how extremely fluctuating, our idea$ 
of tiie lelative fame of many dilFerent perfons^ 
and of the figure they have made in the world 
is. The many times I have altered my lifts 
convinces me that I (lion Id never revife them with- 
out feeing fome reafon to make further altera- 
tions J 
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dons ; but the many times that I have replaced 
the £iinc names after having rejedted them con- 
vinces me that farther alterations would have 
been of very little confequence. 

Before a perfon exprefs great furprize at 
my omittmg or over-looking any favourite of his, 
let him coinirder particularly at what time he 
flourifhed ; far hundreds which have been ex* 
eluded in later and more crowded ages would 
have found a ready reception in an earlier period ; 
(o that thdr exclufion muft not be attributed 
either to my fault or their own. Let it always 
be rem«mbered that the celebrity of any perfon is 
CO be compred with that of his cotemporaries, 
and not with that of thofe who made their ap« 
pearance either before or after him. 

I RECOLLECT otoly one inftance (in the co- 
lumn of Divines, MoraUfts, and Metaphyficians) 
in which I have departed from my general rule 
of giving place to prefent fame, in favour of ex- 
traordinary merit, and what I prefume will be 
great future reputation. If I be miflaken in my 
prefumption, I hope I fhall be indulged a little 
partiality for one favourite name, when I 
declare that, to the bed of my knowledge, I have 
given no fuch preference to any other. 

In return for this indulgence, I have given 
the purchafers of this chart an equal* opportunity 
:>{ fhowing their own particular attachments : 
br, excepting a few crowded places, I have left 
room enough in the chart to fupply my omiffi- 
MW, by inferting whatever names they pleafe. 
Befides lines may be drawa io any place, 

B evea 
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even where names cannot be inierted ; and at 
the perfon who inferts them will know what 
lives they repiefent, the names are quite fnper* 
fluous. And there will always be increafing room 
to infert thofe who die after the publication of the 
chart, at leaft till the Year 1800, a date which 
none who are now capable of perufing this 
chart can reafonably expeft to fee. 

No body can be at a lofs for the veafbn why 
the name of no perfon who is yet livings and 
particularly of my countrymen is tnferted r yet 
if I could eafily havecome at the age of Voltaire, 
and a few other illullrious foreigners, I believe 
I could not have refiAed the defire to anticipate 
in part thofe of my purchafers who may oat live 
thofe diAinguidied writers, by drawing the line 
of their lives as far as fate has yet drawn it. 

I HAVE perhaps inferted rather more Englifh- 
men in proportion than thofe of other nations, 
but this was not owing to any national prejudice; 
but as renown is a relative thing, regard muft ne- 
cefTarily be had to the minds of thofe into whofe 
hands the chart is moft likely to falL Had I 
drawn the chart in order to its behig publtfhed 
in any other part of the world, even in France, 
I ihould naturally, with the fame ideas of 
relative fame, have made a different choice of 
names. If the charv, as it ftands at prefcnt, 
feem calculated rather for men of letters than of 
bufinefs, let it be attributed to a fimilar reafon. 

Neither the number, nor the width of the 
columns was determined at random, and a priori, 
but both were made fuch as the names I had 

previoufly 
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previonfly collected appeared moft naturally 
to require. Fewer columns I could not havo 
made, and at the fame time have preferved any 
tolerable diftinflnefs, and more columns would 
have enlarged the width of the chart without 
any confiderable advantage. I might, for in* 
fiance, have afligned intire feparate columns for 
* the Poets and Artifts, but as fome ages furni/h 
more Poets than Artids, and others more Artifls 
than Poets, I had an opportunity of enlarging 
and contraAing the fpaces allowed to both alter- 
nately, without increafing the width of the whole 
column, and thereby enlarging the whole chart. 
And no confiifion could arife from this method, 
fince the Poets and Artifts ftill keep to their own 
refpeftive fides of the column. The fame may 
be faid of the columns appropriated to any other 
clafles of men in conjun6tion. 

It will be neceffary to explain more particu- 
larly the difpofitjon of the names in two of the 
mofl crowded columns, as the titles at the bot- 
tom are not quite fufficient to direft a perfoa 
where to £nd any particular name readily. 

The firft column of Statefmen and Warriours 
is very full. To prevent confufion in fuch a 
crowd of names, (befides placing thofe perfona 
the neareft together who had the moft conneftions, 
and whom I thought it would be moft amufing 
to compare together) I have always afligned the 
firft places, that is, the loweft fide of the co- 
lumn (which is next to the eye in the ufual 
method of hanging maps) to the moft Wefterly 
people,, and have removed thofe of the more 

" ' Bz ^ 'Eaftera 
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Eaftern countries to the oppofite fide. Thns^ 
to begin with the firft part of the colmniiy the 
Grecian heroes occupy the neareft places, and 
the Egyptians, Jews, Perfians, and other Afiaiks 
are placed beyond them. The Atheniaiis are 
alfo generally placed before the Lacedemooiaiis* 
As the Romans come in, they are made to enter 
by the front Trae, while the Greeks remove far- 
ther backwards. For the fame reafba when 
thefe Weftern nations grow confiderable, they 
enter as the Romans did, while the Romans 
march off the ftage the fame way that the Greeks 
did before them, all giving place to perfons more 
Wefterly and nearer to this ifland than them- 
felves. In later ages I have placed the EngUfh 
and Scots next the front line, the French next 
to them, and thofe of the reft of Europe ftill 
farther off, always referving the more remote 
part of the column for the Afiatics, and other 
people the moft remote from us. By thefe direc- 
tions I hope it will be eafy to find any nanie that 
may be wanted in this crowded column. 

The next column is necefTarily a very mifcel- 
laneous one. But I hope the following defcription 
of it will make it appear fufficiently diftinft. The 
Jewifti Prophets and Rabbis always keep clofe to 
the farther fide of the column. The Heathen Phi- 
lofophers at firft occupy the reft of it, after- 
wards, as their numbers diminifti, they fall to the 
nearer/ide, leaving the middle fpace to be filled 
by the Chriftian Fathers ; who are followed by 
the Schoolmen, as they are by the more modern 
pivines, Moralifts, and Metaphyficians. The 

few 
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Mohammedan DoAors are placed oext to 
ewi(h Rabbis; And the Popes, ts they pai> 
iS the nature both of Divines aad Statefmen^ 
e placed ne^t to the Statefinen in the column 
e Divines. Otherwife, in this, as in all tfa« 
* c61nmns, I have generally given the neareft 
s to the Engiifh, though this rule was not 
:eflary asit is in the firfland mod crowded co- 
i, and thereforeis not fo rigoroudy adhered to, 
t be obferved alfo that the heathen Philofo- 
t are placed pretty exactly according to the 
U feds by which they were diflinguifhed, in 
dlowiugprder, beginningat the nearer fide of 
olumn ; the Italic, Ionic, Sceptic, Cyrcnaic, 
iric, Eleack, Ari(lotelian, Socratic, Epicu- 

Platonic, Eleatic, Stoic, and Cynic. 
»E claffing pf the names occafioned fome 
difficulty to me, and may occafion fome 
e perufer: My general rule has been tp 

every perfbn in that clafs in which he was 
eminent. Thus I have placed Mohammed^ 
I head of a celebrated fc6t in religion, among 
Hvines ; though the Caliphs, his fucceflbrs, 
)e found among the Statefmen. As I havp 

columns for men of letters than for men 
fine&, I have generally claded perfons of a 
d charafier among the writers. Thus, 
me, Machiavel and Clarendon are Hiftori- 

though Cicero will be found among the 
fmen, and not among the Orators ; becaufe 
ught it would be more agreeable to fee him 
mpany with Gaefar, Ppmpey, Antony, Bru- 
CgiBus, &c. thai^ with the few men pf 

B 3 lettec^ 
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letters with whom he was coaaeftcd at' Rome. 
Alfo, when my columns began to be nearly full, 
and feme were in danger of being more crowded 
than others, I have made no fcruple to place a per- 
foni wiflied to introduce in any place to which his 
reputation could juftly intitle him, rather than 
abfolutely to exclude him. Thus feveral perfons 
finding no room among the Divines, were oblig- 
ed to content themfelves with a place among 
the Hiilorians or Critics: but then they really 
were Hiftorians or Critics, and thefe cafes are not 
many. No perfon who has not aftually tried 
can be a judge of the difficulty there is in bring- 
ing a number of names into as fmall a compafs as 
poffible, and yet adjufting them to advantage in 
other refpedls at the fame time. The view of 
the chart will give no idea of that difficulty. 

I HAVE begun the chart with David, in order 
to take in all the more early part of the Gre- 
cian hiftory. If I had begun earlier, I fhould 
have had no names for the greateft part of my 
columns, and to have begun later, at Cyrus 
for inftance, I muft have omitted fome names 
in all the columns too confiderable to be omitted, 
particularly Homer and Hefiod. But though it 
would have been inconvenient to carry back the 
large chart to a much earlier period ; I thought 
it might gratify the cusiofity of fome of my pur- 
chafers to fee it continued : I have therefore 
drawn a CONTINUATION of it, confiflingofafew 
principal names in the fcripture hiAory, upon a 
fmaller fcale, according to the two moft celebrat- 
ed fyftems of chronology the Hebrew and the 

Septuagint, 
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tna^nty a mod diftinft and eafy comt>an(bn 
mrhich this view exhibits. The very gre^t 
gFeement of thofe two fydems enables me to 
y one of them as far back as the creation, in 
fame fpace that is but fufHcient to carry the 
jr as far as the birth of Noah. For the ttc- 
V computation I have followed Blair, except 
is miftake with refpeft to the age of Mofes 
Aaron. For the Septuagint, from the time 
:re the two fyftems differ, I have followed 
c(bn, the mod able and firenuous defender 
hat fyftem. 

.s to the number of the names, I am more a- 
1 of being cenfured for admitting fo many, 
I for not admitting more. But let any per- 
put himfelf in my iituation, among fuch a 
iber of competitors, and I think he would 
himfelf ftrongly inclined to oblige as many 
hem as poflible. Perhaps, before he was 
re, he would widen his columns too much, 
to make the greateft names Jefs confpicuous 
eafon of the crowd which he had brought 
It them, rather than refufe very many. I 
k no reafon will be required for the order in 
:li the columns are placed. Indeed I have 
5 to oflfer in an affair which is fo very nearly 
trary. I thought there would rather be ia 
^eniencein placing the moft crowded columns 
eft to the eye, and the fituaiion of the reft 
le columns was determined by a regard to 
: propriety or other, real or imaginary, but 
t worth mentioning in this place

Laborious and tedious as tte 
of this work has been (vaOIy more fo thati my 
firfl conceptions reprefehted it to me) a Vitriety 
of views were continually opening upon itfe du- 
ring the execution of it, which made me lefs at* 
tencive to the labour. As thefe vieWs tLgrttahtf 
amufe the mind, and may in Ibme theatre be 
enjoyed by a perfon who only pfernfes the ch^ft, 
without the labour of compilation^ Ifiiall men- 
tion a few of them in this place. 

It is a peculiar kind of plcafure we receive^ 
from fuch a view as this chart exhibits, of a great 
man, fuch as Sir Ifaac Newton, feated, as it were, 
in the circle of his friends and illuftrious cotem- 
poraries. We fee at once with whom he was 
capable of holding converfation, and in a md!i- 
ner (from the diftindl view of their rcfpeftiVe 
ages) upon what terms they might cotiverfe. 
And though it be melancholy, it is iabt lih- 
pleafing to obferve the order in which we hcrie 
fee illuftrious pcrfons go off the ftage, atid 
to imagine to ourfelves the refleftions they iiilght 
make upon the fucceffive departure of their ac- 
quaintance or rivals. 

We likewife fee, in fome meafnr^, by the 
names which precede any perfon, what advan- 
tages he enjoyed from the labours and difcove- 
hes of others, and, by ihofe which follow him, 
of what ufe his labours were to his fucceflbrs. 

And by the feveral void fpaces between fuch 
groups of great men, we have a clear idea of 
the great revolutions of all kinds of fciencefrom 
;he very origin of it j fo that the thin and void 

places 



places ia the chart are, in hO:, aot left inftnic* 
tive than the sioft crowded, in giving us an idea 
of the great interruptbns of fcience, and the ini- 
tervals at which it has flouriihed. We fee how- 
ever no void fpaces in the column ot Statefmen 
Heroes and Politicians. The world hath never 
wanted competitors for empire and power, and 
leaA of all in thole periods in which the fcien- 
■ces and the arts have been the moft neglected. 

But the nobkft profpeA of this natute is 
fuggefted by a view of the crowds of names in 
the cplvimps appropriated tp the arts and fcien- 
ces in the two laft centuries. Here all the co-^ 
.kunns of renown, and, I may.add^ of merit are 
.fiill, and a hundred times as many might have 
been admitted, of equal attainmeni^ in knowledge 
with their pr^eceffors. This profpeft gives us 
SL kind of fecurity fpr the continued propagation 
and extenfion of knowledge ; and that, for the 
future, no more gres^t chaims of men rpally emi- 
nent for knowledge will ever disfigure that part 
of the chart of their lives which I cannot draw, 
dr ev^r fee drawn. What a figure muft fcience 
make, advancing as it now does, at the end of 
as many centuries as have elapfed fince the An* 
gufian age I 

It* is poffible that fome amufing obfervations 
may occur to a perfon upon a view of the re- 
markable length of fome lives. It appears at the 
firft fight of the chart, that men who have been 
iamous have lived, one with another, fifty orfixty 
years a piece. It generally requires a good con- 
iiiiution^ and a coniiderable age, either for 



great achievements in politics, or dilcoferlet &I 
fcience. We are not furprized to fee that the 
ancieat Heathea Philofophers generally lived to a 
great age, but is it not extraordinary that lb 
many of the late celebrated Painters (hoold be 
long lived too ? 

Time is continually fuggefted to us, by the 
view of this chart, under the idea of a rivfTf 
flowing uniformly on, without beginning or 
end. Lahitnr et labetur in omne vohihilk uvurn. 
If we compare the lives of men with that por- 
tion of it which this chart reprefents, they are 
little more than fo many fmall Araws fwimming 
on the furface of this immenfe river, ftronglyex* 
prcfTmg the admirable propriety of thofe lines of 
Dr. Watts, concerning the eternity of God. 

While, like a tide, our minutes flow, 

The prefent and the paft ; 
HE fills his own eternal now. 

And fees our ages wafte. 

Even the mod diftinguifhed men, and whenfi?- 
paratcd from the reft of mankind, whofe names 
have periflied with them, make a very inconfider- 
able appearance. 

Again, notwithftanding this tablet exhibits 
the greateft names which the theatre of this 
world can boaft, all the reputation that man 
can gain appears very inconfiderable when we 
reflect, how many are gone before us whofe ap- 
plaufe we can never hope to obtain, how ex- 
tremely indiflin^t is the reputation of many who 
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made the greateft figure in paft ages, and how 
far they are eclipfed by the reputation of thofe 
who have fucceeded them. 

Lastly, it hath a peculiarly {Iriking aod 
happy cSed upon the mind to confider how 
widely dificrent a tablet of merit would 
be from this tablet of fame ; how many 
names would be wholly obliterated, and how 
many new ones abfolutely unknown to the 
world would take their places, upon changing 
the one into the other. And, coniidering that 
thefe tables will at length be changed, that this 
tablet of fame will be cancelled, and that of me- 
rit, or moral worth, produced, never to be chang- 
ed more, how much more folicitous fhould we 
be, even from a paffion for true fame, to have our 
names written in the tablet of real merit, though 
as yet concealed from human view, than in 
the tablet of mere prefent and perilhable renown ; 
having in profpeft that time in which the righ- 
teous only Jhall be had in everlajling remembrance^ 
VfhUe the name of the wicked Jhall rot. 



N. B. Tie price of the CHART, together with 
the CONTINUATION, and this.

and advantage I would always have a view to) 
I have taken the advantage which this index 
gave me, of diftinguifhing the clafTes of the perr 
fons whofe names I have introduced into the 
Chart with more exaftnefs than could have been 
done conveniently in the Chart itfelf ; and for 
this I apprehend the young hidorian will think 
himfelf obliged to me. To have obliged him 
further, I (hould have been glad, to have annex- 
ed to the name of each perfon a (hort account of 
his aftions or remains, as a reafon for giving him 
a place in the Chart, but I was aware of its 
growing to too great a bulk, and increafing the 
price of the Chart. 

To execute what I have here propofed, in.a^ 
conclfe a manner as pofTible, I have made ufe of 
the following contradlions.

Without thefe ktters die date mnft be im- 
iderftood to refer to the times after Chrift. 

As an example of ooe manner in which any 
nam^ may be inferted in the moft crowded 
places of the Chart, even by perfons who chufe 
to write them in long hand, I have drawn a few 
fines overiaying one another; a thing which T, 
at firft, fcrupuloufly avoided, being afraid of 
disfiguring the Chart, but I hope this will not 
be perceived to be the efFeft of the few liberties 
I have taken In this way. 

As an example of another manner of inferting 
fflor^ lives, I have marked the age of old Parr by 
drawing two fhort flrokes through the ontermoft 
line of the Chart on the lower nde ; one in the 
ytELT 1483, the time of his birth, and the other 
in 1635, the time of his death, without inferting 
his name. The fame ufe may be made of any 
other line running in the fame direflion, and 
even of lines reprcfenting other lives. 

I cannot conclude this advcrtifement without 
begging the candor of the perufer for any errors 
he may poffibly difcover in thefe dates. They 
were moft of them neccffarily copied from print- 
ed or engraved figures in the books on the au- 
thority of which I was obliged to dqpend ; and, 
in all books, errors in figures moft eafily efcape 
the notice of a correfter of the prefs. Many 
errors of this kind I have obferved in time, and 
cofreAed by an attention to fynchroniftns in 
Chronology, bnt I cannot be fure that I have 
detcfted them all. BLAIR's TABLES, though 
m many refpcAs extremely valuabtei have oftea 
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milled me, the figures being often incorredlly 
engraved. And, what I was leis aware of, fome 
names, without any iigures annexed to them, 
are inferted in places ieveral centuries diftant 
from the time in which they really lived. 

There are many other inlets to error which 
no perfon can well conceive, who is not ac- 
quainted with the particular mechanical methods 
which muft be ufed in conftrufting fuch a Chart 
as this. I can only fay that I have guarded c- 
very avenue to error as carefully as I could, and 
that any other perfon who (hould have thought 
of the fame fcheme, and have undertaken the 
Execution of it, muft have been liable to the 
dime miftakes, and I think he could not have 
ufed more precautions in order to prevent them. 

If any perfon who takes the trouble to in- 
fpe6l this Chart ftiould difcover any miftakes 
which have efcaped me, I fhould receive the in- 
timation of them very thankfully, and advantage 
will be taken -of it if there fhould be oecafion 
for a fecond impreflion. 

There can be no doubt but that many births 
and deaths may be afcertained which are left 
undetermined here ; and though this be a mat- 
ter of lefs confequence, yet it is certainly defir- 
able to make the work as perfeft as poffible 
even in this refpe(ft: and the author willbegladof 
any aiTiftance in fupplying the defefts, as well as 
in corredling the errors of the Chart ; being fully 
fenfible, that jc can only be in a courfe of time, 
and by the affiftance of many perfons that fuch 
a work as this can be brought to perfeftion.
